PUBLIC SECURITY REGULATIONS (PPSR) 

WERE RELEASED PEW MONTHS LATER BY COURT 
ORDER BUT IMMEDIATELY RE- ARRESTED UNDER 
THE INTERNAL SECURITY ACT (ISA). GOVERNMENT 
STATEMENT AT TIME OP JAMES WONG'S ARREST 
SAID HIS DETENTION WAS FOR "ACTS PREJUDICIAL 
TO THE SECURITY OP THE STATE," AND NOTED THAT 
EARLIER ARRESTS OP OTHER MALAYSIANS HAD 
REVEALED HIS ALLEGED COMPLICITY WITH "POREIGN 
POWERS" (I.E., BRUNEI) AGAINST MALAYSIAN 
INTERESTS. (BRUNEI HAS CLAIMED THE LIMBANG 
REGION.) 

3. JAMES WONG ARREST WAS SOMETHING OP A 
CAUSE CELEB RE LOCALLY AND A BLEMISH ON 
MALAYSIA'S HUMAN RIGHTS RECORD (E.G., SEE 
KL A-42 OF 4/10/75). WONG, IN ADDITION 

TO BEING A STATE ASSEMBLYMAN, IS A 
WEALTHY BUSINESSMAN WITH BUSINESS TIES 
WITH BRUNEI (AS REPORTEDLY IS TRUE OP 
MANY SARAWAK BUSINESSMEN) AND PAILURE OF 
GOM TO BRING FORMAL CHARGES AGAINST HIM 
LED POREIGN OBSERVERS TO ASSUME HIS ARREST 
WAS RESULT OF PERSONAL VENDETTA AGAINST 
HIM BY SARAWAK CHIEP MINISTER RAHMAN YAKUB. 
RELEASE OF WONG CLEARLY IS A POSITIVE 
DEVELOPMENT, PERHAPS REELECTING "PRESH 
WIND" FROM DIRECTION OP NEW PM DATUK HUSSEIN 
ONN. SOME OBSERVERS ARE INCLINED 
HOWEVER TO VIEW THIS AS A MAJOR CONDITION 
IMPOSED BY SNAP PREPARATORY TO JOINING THE 
NATIONAL FRONT COALITION, AND NEGOTIATIONS 
ALONG THESE LINES REPORTEDLY NOW ARE UNDERWAY.

4. LATEST ROUND IN HARUN CASE. SELANGOR 

CHIEF MINISTER/UMNO YOUTH LEADER DATUK HARUN 
BIN IDRIS APPEARED BEPORE HIGH COURT FEB 9, 
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AT WHICH TIME CHARGES OE CORRUPTION AGAINST 
HIM WERE AMENDED EOR SECOND TIME. AS BEST 
WE CAN EATHOM, AMENDMENTS BY PROSECUTION 
SEEK TO EURTHER IMPLICATE HARUN IN WRONG- 
DOING BY SUGGESTING THAT HE ACTIVELY 
SOLICITED ILLEGAL GRATUITIES EOR THE 
UNITED MALAY'S NATIONAL ORGANIZATION 
(UMNO) OR EOR PERFORMING OFFICIAL ACTS. 

ONCE AGAIN HARUN PLEADED NOT GUILTY TO ALL 
CHARGES. JUDGE SET APRIL 21 AS NEXT DATE 
FOR HEARING CASE. MEANWHILE, HARUN

5. NEW CHIEF POLICE OFFICER (CPO) IN PERAK. 

ACTING SENIOR ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER YUEN 
YUET LENG, MOST RECENTLY DEPUTY DIRECTOR 
OF POLICE SPECIAL BRANCH, ASSUMED DUTIES 
AS CPO, PERAK, ON FEB 6. YUEN WHO IS 
REGARDED AS PERHAPS MOST EFFECTIVE ETHNIC 
CHINESE OFFICER IN POLICE FORCE, WILL 
HAVE HIS WORK CUT OUT FOR HIM. HE REPLACES 
LATE CPO TAN SRI KHOO CHONG KONG, WHO ALONG 
WITH HIS DRIVER WAS ASSASSINATED IN A 
COMMUNIST TERRORIST (CT) AMBUSH IN IPOH 
LAST NOVEMBER (THE KILLING HAS BEEN 
PUBLICLY ATTRIBUTED TO THE MARXIST-LENINIST 
FACTION OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF MALAYA). 

YUEN, 47, CHARACTERIZED THE SITUATION IN 
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PERAK, A LONG-TIME CT HOT BED, AS "SERIOUS" 

BUT SOLVABLE, ALTHOUGH HE NOTED THAT MANPOWER 
SHORTAGES LIMITED PRESENT POLICE CAPABILITIES. 
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6. MIT REOPENS. JUNIOR COLLEGE EQUIVALENT 
MARA INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY (MIT), CLOSED 
LAST MONTH DUE TO STUDENT PROTEST AGAINST 
STRICT NEW DISCIPLINARY CODES (KL 0210 - 
DTG 13060Z JAN 76), NOW REOPENING BY STAGES WITH 
BOTH CAMPUSES TO RESUME FULL OPERATIONS BY 
MARCH 12, ACCORDING TO SCHOOL OFFICIALS. 

STUDENTS ARE BEING READMITTED ON COURSE-BY-
